Dew  Casaba,  Pollock’s  and  a  melon. 
We  never  learned  the  name  of.  It 
was  of  extremely  good  quality,  but 
cracked  when  ripe  making  it  unfit  for 
shipping  purposes.  By  selection  for 
the  past  seven  years  we  have  been 
able  to  retain  all  the  good  qualities 
of  all  the  parent  melons  and  elim¬ 
inating  the  poor  qualities.  It  is 
slightly  oblong  to  round  in  shape; 
very  dark  green  in  color  with  heavy, 
coarse  netting,  changing  color  only 
slightly  when  ripe.
